Washington, April 9 —Now that all 
preparations have been completed for 
mobilizing the standing army west of 
the Alleghanies and east of the Rockies 
in the Chickamauga National park at 
short notice, the army administration 
is taking the final steps to secure a 
strong auxiliary force from the nation­ 
al guard organizations of the several 
states. 
A letter has been addressed to the 
governors of the states requesting them 
to assemble at once all the regiments 
of state troops in their armories. The 
adjutant generals of the states 
are 
asked to ascertain personally from the 
militiamen thus assembled how many 
will volunteer their services for .the 
national defense and to make a mus­ 
ter roll of those, to be forwarded as 
soon as possible to the war depart­ 
ment. 
The war department has thus adopt­ 
ed the policy of regarding the state or­ 
ganizations as under no obligation to 
perform military service outside their 
states. Whether this policy will be fol­ 
lowed in case the country becomes in­ 
volved in a desperate struggle in which 
a very large number of troops are re­ 
quired is not certain, for the question 
of the president’s authority to mobilize 
the militia organizations for service 
outside their states is a mooted one, 
although the preponderance of legal 
opinion is in favor of such action by 
the president. 
The best assurances have been re­ 
ceived by the army administration that 
the country will be amply provided 
with volunteer troops in case of war. 
Including the general assurances of 
assistance which have come from the 
governors of the states representing 
the national guards and the offers oil 
thousands of organizations and indi­ 
viduals to enlist, the department reck­ 
ons that 1,000,000 volunteer soldiers 
eon he depended on in emergency.

en town begin to see a ray of hope that 
they will soon again view the bodies of 
their relatives and friends who perish­ 
ed in the big flood. It is supposed that 
a large number of the bodies are in the 
wrecked homes and ingress to these is 
exceedingly difficult, as in many cases 
the houses are surrounded with debris 
of all kinds, including the carcasses 
of animals. 
The coroner and his as­ 
sistants are making some progress, 
though it is very slow work. 
A number of bodies have been found, 
but they had been so long in the water 
that they were so decomposed as to 
be unrecognizable. 
An effort will be 
made to identify each by the clothing, 
that being the only way by which there 
is any likelihood of establishing their 
identity.

WHAT THE DINGLEY BILL DOES 
The assertion made by this paper 
immediately after the passage of the 
Diogley act, that the rise lo sugar 
trust stock which was coincident w.th 
the passage of that act, was not due 
to any permanent advantages gained 
by the trust through the enactment of 
the law, is fully vindicated. 
A care­ 
ful ezamin at ion of the records of the 
•agar trust shows that the stock, which 
advanced rapidly during the closing 
days of the Dingley bill, and went 
•till higher after that bill became a 
law, has now fallen to a point lower 
than it has reached at various times 
prior to the framing of that act, and 
even to the election of the congress 
’ which framed it. 
The theory ad­ 
vanced in these columns immediately 
after the enactment of the new tariff 
measure was that the temporary ad­ 
vance In sugar trust stock, which oc­ 
curred simultaneously with the comple­ 
tion of that bill, was due simply to 
the fact that the trust had imported 
more than half a year’s supply of 
sug<tr just before the enactment of 
the law, and that upon all of that 
great stock of sugar it would obtain a 
profit equal to tne increased rates of 
duty imposed by the new law. To 
those who were familiar with the fact 
that the trust had more than 700,000 
tons of raw sugar in stock when the 
new law went Into effect, it was quite 
apparent that the trust would be in a 
position to pay high dividends during 
ti e months in which it woald make 
its increased profits on that sugar. 
These monthF are now past, the stock 
of sugar has been sold at. d eaten, and 
the profits absorbed by the trust and 
paid out in dividends, and as a rcsnlt 
the people who were six months ago 
willing to cay high p>ices for sugar 
trust stock are now only willing to 
pay the normal rate 
which ob­ 
tained 
prior 
to 
the 
enactment 
of the law, 
since 
they 
know 
that the special supply of sugar 
on which those large profits were to 
be made, has disappeared and that 
the olaim that the trust gained any 
permanent advantage under the n ?w 
law was an entirely erroneous one. 
The mere fact that the stock whicn 
advanced to such v. high point when 
the large supply of sugar had been 
laid in and the exact form of the new 
law was known, bas fallen to its nor­ 
mal price as soon as this extra supply 
of sugar has been disposed of, is an 
evidence IL at the high rate coincident 
with the passage of the Dingley law 
was a merely temporary one produced 
by temporary causes.
